(a) A patent by its very nature is affect with a public interest The public interest is best served, and 
the most effective patent examination occurs when, at the time an application is being examined, the OfiBce 
is aware of and evaluates the teachings of all information material to patentability. Each individual 
associated with the filing and prosecution of a patent application has a duty of candor and good faith in 
dealing with the OfiBce, which includes a duty to disclose to the OfBce all information known to that 
individual to be material to patentabflity as defmed in this section.

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United

(d) the invention was first patented or caused to be patented, or was the subject of an inventor's 
certificate, by the applicant or his legal representatives or assigns in a foreign country prior to the date of the 
application for patent in this country on an application fox patent or inventor's certificate field more than twelve 
months before tfie filing of the application in the United States, or 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another 
who has fiilfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent, or 

(f) he did not himself invent the subject matter sought to be patented, or 

(g) before tiie appUcant's invention thereof the invention was made in this country by another had not 
abandoned, suppressed, or concealed it In determining priority of invention there shall be considered not only the 
respective dates of conception and reduction to practice of the invention, but also the reasonable diligence of one 
who was first to conceive and last to reduce to practice, fi*om a time prior to conception by the other . . . 

Conditions for patentability; non-obvious subject matter 

A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of tiiis titie, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such 
that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to which said matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which 
the invention was made. 

Subject matter developed by another person, which quahfies as prior art only under subsection (f) or (g) of 
section 102 of this titie, shall not preclude patentability imder this section where the subject matter and the claimed 
invention were, at the time the invention was made, owned by the same person or subject to an obligation of 
assignment to the same person.
